talent, experience and labor to save it. 
These valuable, qualities all have to be 
paid for in enact ratio to their worth—or, 
in other words, according to the value 
placed upon them by their fortnaate pos- 
sessor. The professional man's know* 
edge is his stock in trade. Those who 
don't want any of his stock are not com- 
pelled to purchase it any more than he 
n under an obligation to the State to 
purchase potatoes—and at n price fixed 
by the Legislature. 
The less people 


have to do with lawyers the better, but 
if they will havs business relation:) with 
them, their prices must bo paid, and no 
Legislature m the world has sufficient 
wisdom to «ay what legal services are 
worth, as tlwrc are so many incidental 
matters springing up in cases, that the 
lawyers themselves, and the mobt honor- 
able ones, too, arc unable to determine 
what their services are worth until a 
cause U brought to its final determina- 
tion. 


A poor lawyer (we mean intellectually 


poor), is dear at any price, audit is n 
seeming injustice to compel a competent 
professional man, with wide experience, 
to labor for the seme figures which a 
mere novitiate, or a charlatan, is paid, 
by reason of legislative enactment. We 
do not believe that eveu farm laborers w ill 
all work at the same price in this favored 
agricultural State. We think the more 
zealous and competent ones will receive, 
at all times, greater compensation than 
those of limited knowledge and slow of 
movement. Kadical reforms are needed 
in the legal profession, and these are 
best secured by action within its own 
ranks ; but the dollar and cent question 
regarding legal services can never be set- 
tled on an equitable basis, except as 
agreed upoa between the employer 
and tho 
employed.

indeed, 
as a 


fair-dealing merchant has of Ihe goods 
npon his counters; and. with such, there 
can be bnt one charge, and no abate- 
ment, except wlioro charity interposes 
n behalf of a poor client, which is no 
uncommon thiug. As a class, lawyers 
are men of big hearts. The public fre- 
quently hears of large fees paid them by 
ich men and wealthy corporations, but 
we are seldom iufonnel of the many 
[ind acts which arc performed without 
'ee or reward for those who aro too poor 
to pay an attorney's charges. It is not 
an uncommon thing that in addition to 
giving his services gratuitously, the at-
